Tho ap- 
pearance of the General was tho signal 
for frequent applause by tho thousands 
of people who thronged tho streets 
along tho lino of march. Among the 
other noticeable features of the pro- 
cession was tho splendid and soldierly 
appearance of tho Governor's Guard, 
which is mado up of some of the best 
young men of Springfield. With their 
splendid new uniforms, and their fine 
marching, they attracted a great deal 
of attention 
Tho civic societies also 


mado a very fane appearance, and won 
many praises. 


The lino of march led by the former 


residence of President Lincoln—now 
occupied by Hon. Geo. H. Harlow, 
secretary of state. The house, which 
presents the identical appearance that 
it did in ISo'O, was very beautifully 
decorated with evergreens, flags, and a 
large picture of the great and go id 
man, 
was the center of attraction for 


all eyes, and as the procession filed by 
the heads of both high and low were 
involuntarily uncovered, in testimony 
of the respect felt for him who had 
gone out from it» portals to fame and 
tho grave.

K. Dnbois, the acting President of'the 
National Lincoln Monument Associa- 
tion. This address, occupied about half 
ai hour, and wag devoted to a history 
of the monument, statistics of cost, ate. 


After another selection by the band 


the orator of the day, Hon. Richard J. 
Oglesby, waa introduced. 
The oration, 


which appeared in yesterday's REPUB- 
LICAN, was listened to with the most 
profound attention, and drew forth 
many favorable comments from the dis- 
tinguished gentleman who sat near the 
speaker. Just as Senator Oglesby pro- 
nounced the closing words of bis ad- 
dress the flag with which the cololeal 
statue of Lincoln had been veiled was 
loosed from its fastenings, and slowly 
dropped to the pedestal, revealing the 
magnificent work of art to the view, of 
the assembled thousands. Many were 
the expressions of admiration which 
escaped from, the lips of the attentive 
multitude, M they looked upon the 
striking likeness of the nan whose 
memory they had cone to honor.

the case daring the whole exercises, Pres- 
ident Grant occupied a seat near the 
speaker's left, while Gens. Sherman, 
McDowell, Pope and Custer, Hon. Mr.
